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City silent majority' 
to stage walk Saturday 


Members of President Nixon’s “ silent majority” will stage a patriotic walk 
at noon tomorrow in Lompoc to demonstrate their support of his Vietnam policy 
and their opposition to the more vocal moratorium protesters. 
Nixon’s supporters will walk from the Lompoc Police Department on South D 
Street to the City Hall on West Walnut Avenue. 
~The pro-Nixon “ walk” was organized by Mrs. Mary Vasquez, and her 
mother, Mrs. Clyde Holley. Mrs. Vasquez, wife of a serviceman, said she and 
her mother conceived the walk after they heard President Nixon’s Vietnam ad­ 
dress on television Nov. 3. 
A circular 
distributed today by Mrs. Vasquez proclaims: “ All persons who 
support our President and our fighting men in Vietnam and who believe in an hon­ 
orable peace, bring your signs and flags and walk with us. Remember we are a 
great nation — United we 
stand, divided we fall. Let us the silent majority be 
seen.” 
Mrs. Vasquez 
said she had assurances of support from various organiza­ 
tions including Veterans of WW I, Catholic Daughters of America, Elks, United 
Republicans of California, American G. I. Forum. Members of other patriotic 
community organizations are also expected to participate, she said. 
“ We’d heard so much about the silent majority and we thought it was time to 
stop being silent,” she said. 
The patriotic walk was intended to counter plans of some high school students 
to stage a moratorium march from the Veterans Building on Locust Avenue to 
Ryon Park Saturday night. 
Witnesses reported a group of 
25 to 30 young people arrived in Lompoc 
from other areas yesterday apparently to stage a silent vigil at the Federal 
Correctional Institution north of Lompoc. The group reached the FC I yesterday 
afternoon where they demonstrated peacefully on behalf of the estimated 25 
prison inmates who are serving time for draft dodging. An FCI spokesman said 
the demonstration was “ well behaved.” The group departed at about 4 p.m. It 
was uncertain whether the members planned further demonstrations. 


Republican senators clash 


over Haynsworth selection 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) — Two Re­ 
publican senators clashed today over 
the nomination of Clement F. Hayns­ 
worth Jr . to the Supreme Court. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
said 
Haynsworth’s views on civil rights were 
so out of date and insensitive to the 
rights of blacks he could not support 
the nomination. 
Sen. Marlow W. Cook, R-Ky., a lead­ 
ing Haynsworth supporter, argued that 
the Senate could not judge a court nom­ 
inee on his ideology. 
“ The ideology of the nominee is the 
responsbility of the President,” Cook 
said. “ The Senate’s judgment should be 
made, therefore, solely upon grounds 
of qualification . . .Those who know the 
judge best have testified he is of un­ 
questioned integrity and almost without 
peer as a legal scholar.” 
With formal debate on the controver­ 
sial nomination under way at last, Jav­ 
its said he had reviewed every segreg^ 
tion opinion-majority, concurring or dis­ 
sent—Haynsworth wrote since he went on 
the federal circuit in 1957. 
“ I think this review demonstrates 
that, with the exception of one or two 
cases in which it would have been al­ 
most impossible to decide the case the 
other way, Judge Haynsworth has been 
consistently in error, systematically and 
relentlessly opposed to implementation 
of the Supreme Court’s 1954 desegre­ 
gation decision and consistently sym­ 
pathetic to every new device for delay 
of desegregation,” Javits said. 
President Nixon named Haynsworth— 
his second Supreme Court nomination— 
in August to succeed Abe Fortas, who 
resigned under fire. 
Javits’ opposition to Haynsworth had 
been announced previously, thus not 
changing the UPI box score of senators 
for or against confirmation of the Green­ 
ville, S.C., jurist. The lineup showed that 
if the vote were taken now 38 senators 


would vote for confirmation, and 46 
against, with 16 uncommitted. 


The New York Times reported today 
39 senators are committed or leaning 
toward Haynsworth, 51 are opposed or 
leaning against him, and 10 are undec­ 
ided. The Washington Post said today 
40 senators now publicly oppose Hayns­ 
worth, 37 support him and 23 a r e 
publicly uncommitted. The Post said 
that if those believed to be leaning one 
way or another the count appears to be 
50 to 40 against with 10 undecided. 
Democratic Floor Leader Mike Mans­ 
field hoped for a final vote next Tuesday 
or Wednesday. He said only urgent 
matters would be allowed to divert the 
Senate’s attention. 


Prince Charles 
turns 21 today 


LONDON (U PI)— Prince Charles turn­ 
ed 21 today and in a Communion service 
in the Tower of London pledged his life 
to the nation he will some day serve 
as King Charles №. 


His mother the queen sat alongside 
the redcoated and white ruffed Beef-eat- 
ters, and yoleman wardens of the guard, 
as the Prince of Wales prayed and 
dedicated his life. 
It marked the start of a day that blend­ 
ed royal pomp and the swinging style of 
a jet age monarch and that ends tonight 
with a gala at Buckingham Palace. 


Students 
at 
Trinity 
College, Cam­ 
bridge, where Charles is a third year 
student, gave him a special present to­ 
day. They strung out a 300-foot-long 
“ Happy Birthday Charlie” sign in three 
foot high gold letters between two 80- 
foot high towers. 


N. Viet regulars hit 
South Vietnamese camp 


SAIGON (UPI) - North Vietnamese 
regulars, apparently operating from the 
sanctuary of Cambodia, invaded a South 
Vietnamese border camp this morn­ 
ing in fighting that wounded about 100 
of the defenders. 
Field reports said some of the Sai­ 
gon Arm y’s losses came when a South 
Vietnamese 
A ir 
Force 
plane accL 
dentally dropped a load of bombs into 
the midst of the beleaguered outpost 
one mile from Cambodia. 
There were no reports of deaths on 
either side. 
The camp lies one mile from Bu 
Prang, a U.S. Green Beret enclave 112 
miles north-northwest of Saigon in the 
midst of a 7,000-man North Vietnamese 
buildup said to include tanks. 
U PI photographer Kent Potter reported 
from the battle zone that the North 
Vietnamese broke into the South Vietna­ 
mese camp from two sides behind ¿bar­ 
rage of mortar and rocket fire. 
U.S. helicopters weathered heavy fire 
from guerrilla machine guns and anti­ 
aircraft guns to rescue the wounded and 
evacuate them to the Green Beret out­ 
post at Bu Prang. 
“ The stiff ground fire was all around 


me for one full minute and we didn’t 
get hit,” said one pilot, WO David 
Bennett of Houston, Tex. “ I can’t fig­ 
ure it out.” 
Bennett said at least two Americans 
were wounded, both advisers to the South 
Vietnamese unit. One was picked up 
where he had been abandoned by the 
Saigon troopers, the pilot said. 
U PI Correspondent Nat Gibson re­ 
ported from Ban Me Thuot, headquar­ 
ters for the South Vietnamese counter­ 
drive against the Communist offensive, 
that all available U.S. helicopters were 
thrown into the defense of the out­ 
post. 
At least 45 of the most seriously 
wounded had been ferried from Bu Prang 
to Ban Me Thuot, 157 miles northeast 
of Saigon, Fibson said. 
The South Vietnamese have been en­ 
trusted with the job of combating the 
North Vietnamese border drive in a 
major test of their ability to take over 
the war. 
B52 bombers early today came in and 
dropped 180 tons of bombs around Due 
Lap, a sister camp to Bu Prang 130 
miles north-northeast of Saigon, also on 
the border. 


Apollo 12 off! Lightning 
may have hit spacecraft

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - Am erica’s 
three man Apollo 12 crew successfully 
blasted off on the nation’s second moon 
landing m iscion today in a last mia- 
ute thunderstorm that apparently jolted 
their spacecraft with a lightning bolt. 
“ I ’d almost be positive we got hit by 
lightning someplace,” spaceflight com­ 
mander Charles “ Pete” Conrad, 39, 
calmly reported after the spaceship 
was safely in earth orbit. 
He 
and his 
companions, Allen L. 
Bean, 37, and Richard F. Gordon, 40, 
planned to set up a nuclear powered 
scientific base on the moon and begin 
man’s first true exploration of another 
world. 
The storm threatened up to the final 
minutes to delay the launch. But 14 min­ 
utes before scheduled blastoff, launch 
control reported that weather condi­ 
tions were within acceptable margins. 
The big Saturn 5 rocket cleared the 
launch tower precisely on time at 11:22 
a.m. EST, and it appeared a perfect 
launch. 
“ This baby is really going,” Con­ 
rad reported. 


But then things changed drastically. 
“ Just lost the guidance platform, gang. 
I don’t know what happened here. Had 
everything in the world drop out. 
“ I don’t know what happened. I ’m 
not sure we weren’t hit by lightning.” 
Then, there was this space to ground 
exchange: 
“ We need to do a little more all- 
weather testing,” Conrad observed. 
“ Amen,” responded launch control. 
“ We've had a couple of cardiac ar­ 
rests down here,” the ground control­ 
ler joked. 
“ We didn’t have time for that up 
here,” Conrad replied. 
The jolt caused loss of the main elec­ 
trical distribution system and cut off 
power to the primary guidance system. 
This forced the spacecraft to switch 
to its battery - powered backup system, 
the first time the system had been put 
to a test. 
The crisis was the most anxious first 
few 
minutes of 
flight in Am erica’s 
manned space program. 
Conrad and his companions later were 
able to laugh over the harrowing mom­ 
ents. 
“ We’re all chuckling over the instru­ 
ment panel warning lights . . . so many 
of them on, we couldn’t read them,” he 
said. 
President Nixon, his wife, Pat, their 
daughter, Tricia, and Vice President and 
Mrs. Spiro T. Agnew were among the 
estimated 
half 
million 
persons who 
watched the liftoff. 
“ Spectacular,” Nixon declared, grin­ 
ning and clapping his hands. 


The president watched the event from 
a V IP viewing area about 3*4 
miles 
from the launch pad. Nixon was the first 
chief executive to witness a manned 
spacecraft launching. 
The 363-foot tall rocket rose in a sea 
of billowing flame, generating 7.5 mil­ 
lion pounds of thrust as it set out on 
its 255,617 mile journey to the moon. 
The astronauts arose at 6:05 a.m. and 
had the traditional spacemen’s special — 
orange juice, steak, eggs, coffee and 
toast — and then suited up for their 
mission. 
They arrived at the launch pad at 
8:29 a.m. and boarded an elevator that 
took them to the top of the 363 foot 
tall Saturn 5 rocket which they rode into 
space. 
At 8:35 a.m. EST, Conrad, the space­ 
flight commander, crawled into the moon­ 
ship and gave technicians in the block 
house a “ cheery good morning.” He set­ 
tled into the lefthand seat, and was fol­ 
lowed by Bean, who took the righthand 
seat, and Gordon, who sat In the center. 
At 9:05 a.m. 
EST, ground control 
reported: “ The hatch is closed.” 
The Apollo 12 lunar explorers will 
make two moonwalks, lasting up to eight 
hours, as opposed to the two hour and 
40 minutes walk of Neil A. Armstrong, 
the first man to reach the moon. Con­ 
rad then will erect an antenna to facil­ 
itate broadcast of the first color tele­ 
vision picture from the surface of the 
moon. 
Stay time on the lunar surface will 
be longer — 31% hours as opposed to 2112 
for Apollo 11 — and the explorers will 
gather, and more thoroughly document, 
about 100 pounds of moon rocks and 
lunar soil samples, compared with 48 
pounds returned by the first moon fliers. 
Conrad and Bean’s next most impor­ 
tant job after gathering the moon sam­ 
ples w ill be to set up a $25-million, 
atomic-powered scientific package called 
A LSEP — for Apollo Lunar Surface 
Experiments Package. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - One by one they 
came, all through the cold and misty 
night, walking single file, solemn and 
silent, lighted candles cupped in their 
hands.

empty Capitol, they bore, on thousands 
of cardboard

The “ march against death” began at 
the gates of Arlington National Ceme­ 
tery at 6:05 p.m. EST Thursday and was 
scheduled to continue without letup for 
40 hours. 
It was the opening event of 
three days of demonstrations in support 
of immediate and complete U.S. with­ 
drawal from Vietnam. 
The nationwide 
demonstrations will 
Nixon signs 
large food 
stamp hike 


WASHINGTON (UFO -President Nix- 
on has signed into law a $610 million 
appropriation bill for food stamps for 
poor Americans. The amount is nearly 
2 l/2 times the size of the present pro­ 
gram. 


The figure represented a compromise 
between the Senate, which had appropri­ 
ated $750 million, and the House, which 
had appropriated $340 million. It com­ 
pares with the $280 million program 
now in effect. 


Under the food stamp program, poor 
Americans can purchase food worth near­ 
ly twice the face value of the stamps 
they obtain. The value of the stamps 
varies in different areas - with the av- 
erage $6 in stamps bringing in $10 
in food at grocery stores.

press upon Hanoi: That he still has a 
lot of public backing for his policy of 
gradual disengagement.

Environment to be key issue 


in choosing reservoir sites 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) 
- Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan today pledged his adminis­ 
tration will give “ greater considera­ 
tion” to environment in choosing sites 
for dams and reservoirs. 
In a speech prepared for a luncheon of 
the Interorganizational Water Commit­ 
tee, Reagan 
said development of Cali­ 
fornia water resources must be achieved 
in “ a balanced approach — with full con­ 
sideration given to environmental and 
ecological as well as engineering and 
economic factors.” 
“ To achieve this proper and bal­ 
anced program,” he said, “ we must see 
that 
environmental 
factors are given 
greater and earlier consideration in the 
discussion and planning 
of water re­ 
source projects.” 
The governor said the state has taken 
the same approach with freeway plan­ 
ning through its joint highways resourc­ 
es agency council. 
He noted the Cali­ 
fornia power industry “ welcomes” rec­ 
ommendations from the state power plant 
site commission. 
He said it may be necessary to find 
new methods to finance some of the en­ 
vironmental and recreational parts of 
water resource 
projects to ease 
the 
heavy costs faced by water districts.

TYien the 25 demonstrators, shouting 
pseudo-military orders, marched down

and out of the cathedral just

they had marched in — while 200 
smartly-dressed 
delegates of the Na­ 
tional Association of Episcopal Schools 
watched in stunned fascination. 
The militants 
said the purpose of 
their intrusion was to protest the de­ 
cision of the delegates to continue their 
three-day convention without recessing 
for Saturday’s antiwar demonstrations.

March against death’ begins 
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Farm Bureau adopts policy against 
boycotts; favor 'right to work' 


Delegates to the California 
Farm Bureau policy conven­ 
tions have adopted resolutions 
opposing agricultural boycotts 
and favoring right to work laws. 
More than 150 delegates rep­ 
resenting all California coun­ 
ties also recommended a pro­ 
gram that would permit welfare 
recipients to work and still re­ 
ceive welfare payments up to 
specific levels. 
John Beattie, immediate past 
president of the Santa Barbara 
County Farm Bureau; C. Rich­ 
ard Henning, chairman of the 
county Farm Bureau’s water 
committee; and William Mar- 
chiando current president of the 
county Farm Bureau, represen­ 
ted Santa Barbara County. 
The delegates put the state 
organization on record opposing 
agriculture boycotts and "we 
will use all resources avail­ 
able to present to the public 
the true facts to expose this 
♦ype of irresponsible activi­ 
ty.” 
On welfare 
the 
delegates 
adopted a strong resolution urg­ 
ing that recipients be allowed 
to work under an incentive pro­ 
gram that would still permit 
them to receive welfare pay­ 
ments as an encouragement to 
find full scale employment. The 
delegates also supported a pol­ 
icy of retirin g welfare fam­ 
ilies who are able to work to 
register for employment with 
the State Department of Employ­ 
ment and to accept work if avail- 


able or to undergo training for 
employment. 
On agriculture chemicals the 
delegates agreed on the follow­ 
ing: "Tolerance for agriculture 
chemicals and drugs should be 
based on ademiate scientific 
facts. A practical approach for 
control of these products should 
be developed, based on knowl­ 
edge and expertise of the Cal­ 
ifornia Department of Agricul­ 
tural and the University of Cali­ 
fornia, Division of Agriculture 
Sciences. We support expanded 
biological pest control research 
to determine where biological 
pest control measures can be 
used as a practical and feasi­ 
ble substitute for chemicals.” 
On 
farm labor management 
relations: "We recognize the 
right of any group to organize 
and bargain for their services 
or commodities, however such 
rights must be exercized with 
consideration of the public in­ 
terest and rights and freedoms 
of others. The right to belong 
or not to belong to any group 
must be protected with the or­ 
ganization no longer meets the 
approval of the workers and we 
support a workable right to work 
law by constitutional or legisla­ 
tive 
action. 
This legislation 
should 
outlaw 
agency 
shop 
agreements. We support section 
14 B of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
We further support the right 
of the secret ballot for the work­ 
er.” 
The 
delegates 
supported a

The accident occurred during 
the afternoon while the Hornet 
was about 1,265 miles southwest 
of Honolulu, headed for the 
Pacific 
recovery

American Samoa. 
Capt. 
Carl 
J. Seiberlich, 
skipper of the Hornet, said the 
accident 
occurred 
when 
a 
lifting hook failed to trip and 
dumped the men in the water. 
The injured crewman was 
identified only as a whaleboat 
engineer. 
The 
whaleboat 
was 
being 
lowered to retrieve a dummy 
thrown into the sea as part of 
the exercise. The whaleboat 
was to be used during recovery 
of the astronauts Nov. 24 as a 
backup. 
It 
was 
not heavily 
damaged and two other boats 
were available for the recovery. 
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Minier said he was referring 
specifically to a chief inves­ 
tigator in his office, with sal­ 
ary equivalent to that of a 
sheriff’s captain; two senior

Agnew blasts television coverage

Vice President Spiro T. Agnew

criticized television 
coverage of President Nixon’s 
Nov. 3 Vietnam speech Thurs­ 
day, complaining it was subject 
to "instant analysis and queru­ 
lous criticism .”

television news shown to 50 
million Americans is in the 
hands of a dozen people and 
challenged

The presidents of the three 
major networks, all of which 
carried 
Agnew’s 
speech 
to 
some 400 persons at a Midwest 
Republican dinner live, made 
statements. 
Julian Goodman, 
p r e s i d e n t of NBC, said 
"evidently he would prefer a 
different 
kind of television 
reporting —one that would be 
subservient to whatever politi­ 
cal group was in authority.” 
CBS president Frank Stanton 
said Agnew’s speech was an 
"unprecedented 
attempt” 
to 
"intimidate a news medium.” 
ABC’s Leonard H. Goldenson 
said "we will continue to report 
the news accurately and fully, 
confident 
in 
the 
ultimate 
judgment 
of 
the 
American 
public.” 
Agnew complained that when 
President Nixon finished his 
ietnam speech "his words and 
policies 
were 
subjected to 
instant analysis and querulous 
criticism .” 
"The audience of 70 million 
Americas -gathered to hear 
the President of the United 
States 
-was inherited by a 
small band of network com­ 
mentators 
and self-appointed 
analyists, the majority of whom 
expressed,

another, their hostility to what 
he had to say. 
"It was obvious that their

Condit, secretary-treasurer 
of 
the 
company seeking 
to 
develop Pepper Tree, formerly 
the Rainbow Ranch, told the 
board members his company 
must have a definite decision 
as soon as possible or at the 
latest, within six months, on 
whether or not the Improvement 
District can provide their pro­ 
posed development with water. 
Condit said, “ It is a matter 
of economics now. This matter 
has 
been pending 
for 
ap­ 
proximately two years. Now we 
can no longer leave this land 
idle. We have to develop it. If 
it is a matter of annexation, 
fine. Otherwise, we will have to 
form our own water company 
and go from there.” 
Andrew Petersen, president, 
asked that a decision on Condit’s 
request be postponed until their 
next meeting which would allow 
them time to more fully digest 
Ellis’s water report. 
Ellis’s report, is one of a 
series 
which 
will ultimately 
form a Water Master Plan es­ 
tablishing 
service guidelines 
and policies for the future for 
Improvement District One. 
The preliminary study told 
members that a water rights 
claimant could bring legal ac­ 
tion and possibly prevent ground 
water mining; that landowners 
have the right to pump all water 
on overlying lands and that the 
District has no water rights 
and any pumping by them is 
adverse to private owners and 
technically illegal. 
Ellis said the lower terrace

The trial of the remaining seven continues, over objections 
of defense attorneys that testimony already heard against 
Seale would prejudice the case against them. This is only one 
of any number of objections and defects which any barroom 
lawyer can predict will result in the throwing out of the whole 
mess by an appeals court, if it ever gets that far. 
The “Chicago 8’’ have certainly succeeded in their goal of 
making a mockery out of their trial. The pity is that Judge 
Hoffman had to co-operate with them so thoroughly. 


Sometimes this protest, non-protest, 
dissident, 
hawk, dove, 
Vietnamiza- 
tion, patriotism 
business just gets a 
bit ridiculous. 
A lady called us on Veterans Day with 
what she thought was an horrendous prob­ 
lem. 
“ Did you hear the radio this morn­ 
ing?’’ she asked. 
Well, yes, we had. We were listening 
to a beautiful rendition of ‘Acquarius’’ 
on our way to work. 
“ Well,’’ she continued. “ Did you hear 
one of our politicians 
ask 
us

We asked her if she still believed in 
flying the flag on Veterans Day. She 
replied she did. We advised her to con­ 
tinue to do so. 
What we wanted to say to her was a 
bit different, however. We wanted to 
ask her why she flies the flag on Vet­ 
erans Day. Obviously, she must want to 
honor the veterans of the armed serv­ 
ices of the United States — men who have 
answered the call to duty somewhere, 
sometimes with their lives in order to 
secure the freedom which even allows 
one to fly a flag. We would have enjoyed 
having her admit that she flies the Hag 
to honor those who fought wars and pro­ 
tected commitments made by this coun­ 
try. 
We wanted to ask 
her why she 


wanted to discriminate because of this 
particular war, this particular commit­ 
ment. 
Frankly, we wanted to ask her to fly 
the flag every day.

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Tough role

STOCKHOLM -N ov. 11, - Neutrality 
in today’s turbulent 
world means bal­ 
ancing on a tight rope over the abyss. 
That balancing act, as the Swedes have 
discovered during the past 
30 years, 
makes for jealousies and resentments, 
the suspicion and even the alienation 
of neighbors and friends. 
Sweden is currently under the stern, 
disapproving gaze 
of Washington. Neu­ 
tral? 
Not at all, say American policy 
makers; 
neutral in favor of America’s 
enemy, North Vietnam. * 
What is happening here may or may not 
foreshadow the pattern elsewhere as the 
relentless tides of change beat against 
old forms 
and 
old 
beliefs. 
A new gen­ 
eration 
has 
taken 
over 
the Social De­ 
mocratic 
Party that 
has 
governed 
the 
country 
for 
nearly 
V! \ 
-o _ 
four 
decades. 
This 
1 izzr' 
younger 
generation 
feels as passionate- 
ly 
about the war in 
^ 
Vietnam and its hor­ 
ro rs as do the thou­ 
sands 
of demonstrators in the United 
States. Their leader and spokesman is 
Olof Palme, the new prime minister. 
The frown on Uncle Sam’s face was 
visible when Palme, then minister of 
education, marched in a demonstration 
with the North Vietnamese ambassador 
to Moscow who was visiting Stockholm 
in February, 1968. The frown grew dark­ 
er and sterner when on Jan. 10 this year 
the government recognized the regime 
in Hanoi and accredited 
the Swedish 
ambassador to Peking to North Vietnam 
as well. Sweden is the only country in 
Western Europe to recognize Hanoi as 
well as Saigon. 
Then in September, as the leadership 
changed, Foreign Minister Torsten Nil­ 
sson made a speech to the Social Dem­ 
ocratic 
Party conference that brought 
the roof down. As reported in the first 
news stories, he seemed to be saying 
in what was apparently a fuzzily word­ 
ed speech that Sweden intended to give 
$40,000,000 to Hanoi. The political oppo­ 
sition here and most of the press re­ 
acted with ndlgnation and in the United 
States this was the final affront. 
As invariably 
happens, the correc­ 
tion never catches up with the sensation­ 
al 
headlines. Members of the new gov­ 
ernment 
explained that the $40,000,000 
was to be used for reconst ruction in both 
Vietnams and only after the war had end­ 
ed in the north and south. The only ex­ 
ception would be for humanitarian pur­ 
poses. Under this exception 
Sweden 
has given Hanoi about $1,000,000 in hos­ 
pital equipment and medicines. 
The tight rope in the balancing act 
is suspended between the two 
super 
powers, 
Moscow to the east and Wash­ 
ington to the west. The Soviet invasion 
of Czechoslovakia in 1968 gave the gov­ 
ernment of the Social Democrats an op­ 
portunity to offset the attacks on Ameri­ 
ca’ s Vietnam policy. The first response, 
as the Russian tanks rolled into Prague, 
was a sternly worded note to Moscow 
denouncing the action of the giant to the 
east. Later Palme marched in a demon­ 
stration against the invasion and the 
ruthless suppression of the liberaliza­ 
tion that had begun under Alexander 
Dubcek. 
In September the Swedes went to the 
polls to elect a new parliament. For the 
first time, the Social Democrats won a 
clear majority of 125 out of 233 seats 
in the lower chamber which has the 
governing power. They would no longer 
be dependent on a coalition with the 
Farm ers’ Party. 
Many observers 
believe the invasion 
of Czechoslovakia was the reason for 
the victory. As elsewhere in Western 
Europe, Communist party members in 
Sweden were outraged. The Communist 
voting strength dropped from 7 to 4 
per cent and in parliament they were 
reduced from eight seats to three. Palme 
and the new leadership had held the left 
wing and the young. 
That a country of 8,000,000 people, 
the largest of the Scandinavian powers, 
should have an impact on the course of 
world events is in itself something of a 
naradox Part of the exDlanation mav lie 


in 
the extraordinary technological and 
economic 
development of a nation that 
has avoided war since 1812. 
Private 
enterprise, which is at least 
95 per cent of the economy, has push­ 
ed Swedish 
know-how and skills to re­ 
markable 
lengths. 
SAAB, 
one of the 
larger industries, makes a superson­ 
ic fighter plane as well as a motorcar. 
The plane, the Draken, is the backbone 
of the Swedish Air Force and is sold 
as well to Denmark. 


The Swedes have consistently carried 
their weight in the United Nations, with 
1,600 
troops set aside as a U.N. stand­ 


by force and a total of more than 12,000 
serving over the years, mostly in the 
Middle East. Sweden’s foreign aid,apart 
from private capital investment, is pro­ 
jected at 1 per cent of the gross nation­ 
al product. 
T7ie lot of a neutral is an unhappy one. 
The Nixon administration has not sent 
an ambassador to Stockholm, which is 
one way of frowning. But it is also deny­ 
ing an authoritative voice that might 
help to explain American policy and, in 
turn, come closer to understanding the 
feelings that run so deep here.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President Nixon’s performance in his 
first six months supplies fresh proof 
that it is difficult to guage how any chief 
executive will behave politically once he 
is elected. 
Hope was wrongly invested in the late 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, who proved 
to have no taste at all for presidential 
politics. 
John F Kennedy died too soon for any­ 
one to tell whether he could translate 
his consummate campaign skills into the 
maintenance and rebuilding of his fac­ 
tion-ridden party. 
Lyndon Johnson’s talent for Senate 
maneuvering was mistakenly read as 
broad political skill. In fact, he had 
very little of It, and by the end of his 
term had long since stopped trying to 
develop it. 
Richard Nixon attained victory last 
November with the reputation of an 
unequalled “ political animal” , and the 
advantage of eight vice presidential years 
in which he performed some of the pol­ 
itical chores Eisenhower ignored. 
Yet, 
from 
the 
moment of 
his el­ 
ection, he 
concen­ 
trated fiercely 
on 
trying to prove that 
he was 
more than 
just a politician — 
with the result that 
his first months have 
sometimes bordered 
on disaster at the pol­ 
itical party level. 
It is argued that a 
¡president with a war on his hands— or 
•even with just today's complex mix of 
other foreign and domestic matters— 
is simply too busy for politics In the 
ordinary sense. 
The claim is made for Nixon that if 
he is a “ good president,’’ If he settles 
the war and handles the other issues 
well, that is the best politics he can 
possibly plan and his party and he him­ 
self will thereby benefit hugely at the 
polls in 1970 and 1972. 


This could well prove to be true If 
the country's mood is deeply affected 
by what the President does between now 
and then. 
On the other hand, something might 
easily be lost in translation at the polls 
next year if there are too many failures 
In ordinary politics. 
Parties holding presidential power 
tend generally to lose some ground 
In the off-year elections. Voting history 
shows only a few cases where this ten­ 
dency has been reversed or slowed. 


Nixon’s pulling power even when hel 
was on the ballot was slight— with a. 
pickup of five seats in the Senate and 
four in the House. 
Without him running, the various key 
governorships 
and 
the races 
for 
Congress that spell control of that body 
are likely, according to historical habit, 
to turn on state and local issues and 
the quality of the candidates. 
It is in this latter field, candidate 
selection, where Nixon’s early neglect 
of politics as a president may make 
Itself damagingly felt next year In spite 
of all else. 
After his own performance In 1966 
In helping the Republicans to make a 
net gain of 47 House seats, the Presi­ 
dent became enamored of the idea that 
good quality candidates were the key 
to the GOP hopes of regaining control 
of Congress and majority party status 
in the nation 


Immediately after his election in 1968, 
top aides said it was intention to go that 
route hard during his presidency. Then 
he proceeded to confound everybody by 
blowing all the early opportunities to 
get off on a good foot in the candidate 
selection field. 
It will take more than the current 
belated organizational flurry in politics 
at the White House and the National 
Committee to recoup lost ground. 
There may be, as some aides con­ 
tend, a rare transferability to others 
next year of a good performance as 
president— assuming the performance 
is good. 
But perhaps the bigger piece of luck 
he needs now, to offset the wasted 
early months of 1969, is continued Dem­ 
ocratic strife so severe as to handi­ 
cap the rival party even more in can­ 
didate selection.
